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Passengers say goodbye to No 40 bus 


FUTURE FOR SATURDAY SERVICE TO MOSTERTON, CREWKERNE & YEOVIL LOOKS BLEAK 


THE future of the only bus from Brid- 
port to Yeovil is uncertain as campaign¬ 
ers and passengers wave goodbye to the 
last Saturday bus and argue that the 
temporary service is “inadequate”. 

Around 30 people gathered together on Satur¬ 
day (July 22nd) to bid a farewell to the No 40 
Saturday service to Crewkerne and Yeovil, for¬ 
merly run by Damory. 

The bus operator de-registered the bus earlier 
this year, claiming it was not viable. 

Dorset County Council (DCC) has set up a 
temporary service for the school summer holi¬ 
days, but it will not go north of Beaminster on 
Saturdays, meaning there will not be a bus to 
Mosterton, Crewkerne, or Yeovil. 

There are still question marks hanging over 
the whole of the service and what will happen 
when the temporary service finishes in 
September. 

Cllr Ros Kayes, county councillor for Brid- 
port, said: “If DCC fail to find a provider who 
will run this service commercially beyond the 
autumn, I am calling on them to put their 
money where their mouth is and extend what 
they say is only a temporary DCC subsidised 
service to make it permanent. 

“This is a key strategic route between two 
major towns. 

“If the paediatric and maternity wards from 
Dorchester are moved to Yeovil as part of the 
[Dorset Clinical Commissioning Group’s] Clin¬ 
ical Services Review, then not having this 
route available for public use would be an ab¬ 
solute disaster; that is quite aside from the stu¬ 
dents, workers and shoppers who use it daily. 
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“The county councils in both Dorset and Som¬ 
erset have an absolute duty to keep it going.” 

Carolyn Emett, who has campaigned to keep 
the bus, said that there have been several 
‘missed opportunities’ to save the service. 

She said: “Problems started when the opera¬ 
tor of the service, Damory, lost the schools’ 
transport service to First, and DCC didn’t put 
the running of the 40 into the schools’ contract. 

“At the end of May, Damory deregistered the 
40 - which means they wouldn’t be running it 
after July 22nd - because it wouldn’t be viable 
for them without the schools’ contract. 

She added: “DCC was left trying to resolve the 
big hole that the loss of the No 40 created. 

“They have come up with the idea of the tem¬ 
porary Saturday service; campaigners say it is 
great that it is being offered, but it is com¬ 
pletely inadequate. 

“The bus will not run early or late for work¬ 
ing people, it will not go to Crewkerne or 
Yeovil, and it will not run to Bridport Hospital, 
Netherbury or Court Orchard either. 

“Many vulnerable people - old, young, dis¬ 
abled and the many people on low incomes in 
this rurally isolated area - depend on the ser¬ 
vice.” 

Campaigners are also asking why Somerset 
County Council is not getting involved in the 
running and funding of the bus as there is no 
other public transport 
service that links 
Yeovil and Crewkerne 
to Beaminster and 
Bridport. 

The council were 
contacted by the View 
From to ask if they 
would support it, but 
did not get a response 
before going to press. 

Mrs Emett added: 

“Campaigners have 
delivered a 1,685 sig¬ 
nature petition to 
DCC, along with 121 
comments that accom¬ 
panied the online peti¬ 
tion. 

‘Many members of 


the public have also emailed Rebecca Knox, 
leader of DCC. 

“On the last day of the Saturday bus, passen¬ 
gers waiting in the Square at Beaminster for 
the 40 complained that their views had not been 
listened to by DCC. 

“One woman said she will have to give up her 
Saturday job in Yeovil, as she won’t be able to 
get there. 

“A second woman said a relative lived in 
Crewkerne and she wouldn’t be able to see her 
without the bus. 

“And a third woman was incredibly frus¬ 
trated that she wouldn’t be able to see her sis¬ 
ter, daughter and grandchildren, who all live 
in Crewkerne or Yeovil, and are of course 
working or at school from Monday to Friday.” 

Dorset County Council have said they will 
continue the service until a provider is found, 
but it is unknown if changes will be made to re¬ 
instate the full Saturday service. 

Chris Hook, Dorset County Council travel ser¬ 
vice manager, said: “We will continue the route 
until another provider comes forward. 

“There is interest and we are working with 
operators on plans that would deliver a service 
that doesn’t need continued public subsidy.” 

There is a possibility that bus operator First 
Wessex could take on the service. 

A spokesperson for First said: “We are cur¬ 
rently in talks with Dorset County Council 
about the possibility of operating this route, al¬ 
though no decision has been made.”

Arts improve quality of life 
for people with dementia 


DORSET is ahead of the 
field in recognising that 
arts and nature can keep 
us well and help us live 
longer, fuller lives. 

Creative pursuits have 
an especially vital role to 
play for people with de¬ 
mentia, says a major arts, 
health and wellbeing Par¬ 
liamentary inquiry pub¬ 
lished last week. 

The report, ‘Creative 
Health: The Arts for 
Health and Wellbeing’, dis¬ 
cusses how activities such 
as dancing, painting or 
music can boost brain 
function, potentially help¬ 
ing to delay the onset of de¬ 
mentia. 

It also considers how arts 
can help memory recall in 
people with dementia. 

There is a move in de¬ 
mentia care to focus less 
on memory and more on 
improving quality of life 
for people who have de¬ 
mentia and for their car¬ 
ers. 


In Dorset, people with 
mild to moderate dementia 
are to benefit from a host 
of arts activities organised 
by The Arts Development 
Company. 

The project begins this 
September in the Lyme 
Regis and Beaminster 
areas before moving on to 
cover the rest of the 
county. 

The three-year project 
will offer music making, 
working a potter’s wheel, 
walking and drawing 
large-scale paintings, 
stone carving, singing to 
the sea and dance, plus 
other opportunities. 

Local artists, craftspeo¬ 
ple, singers and musicians 
will be running the ses¬ 
sions. 

Those involved include 
artist Sarah Hough from 
Piddletrenthide, music 
leaders from B Sharp in 
Lyme Regis, Bridport 
artist Kim Squirrell, Fen- 
nella Stride and Miles Bell 


from New House Pottery 
in Broadoak, and Lyme 
Regis photographer Maisie 
Hill. 

Up to 12 people with de¬ 
mentia and their carers 
will participate in each 
session. 

Called Stepping Into Na¬ 
ture, the programme is 
funded by the Big Lottery 
and led by the Dorset Area 
of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty (AONB). 

The aim is to help 
improve the health 
and wellbeing of people 
with dementia and their 
carers, and reduce their 
social isolation and loneli¬ 
ness. 

Cleo Evans, arts and en¬ 
vironment lead at The Arts 
Development Company, 
said: “As this report 
proves, creativity and na¬ 
ture help with the well¬ 
being of people with 
dementia. 

“Stepping Into Nature of¬ 
fers an opportunity to ex¬ 


periment with different art 
forms. It’s about improv¬ 
ing quality of life by hav¬ 
ing fun and trying new 
things.” 

The All-Party Parliamen¬ 
tary Group on Arts, Health 
and Wellbeing (APPGA 
HW) was formed in 2014 
and aims to improve 
awareness of the benefits 
that the arts can bring to 
health and wellbeing. 

During 2015-17, the APP- 
GAHW conducted an in¬ 
quiry into practice and 
research in the arts in 


health and social care, 
with a view to making rec¬ 
ommendations to improve 
policy and practice. 

The partners in this in¬ 
quiry were the National 
Alliance for Arts, Health 
and Wellbeing, King’s Col¬ 
lege London, the Royal So¬ 
ciety for Public Health and 
Guy’s and St Thomas’ 
Charity. 

It was funded by Well¬ 
come, Paul Hamlyn Foun¬ 
dation and the Arts and 
Humanities Research 
Council.

Police warning after rise in home burglaries 


HOUSEHOLDERS in Bridport are being urged 
to secure their homes after burglaries in¬ 
crease in the town and other areas of Dorset 
due to 50 per cent of victims leaving doors 
and windows open. 

Figures show that between April to June this 
year, dwelling burglaries increased by 16 per 
cent across the county. 

Whilst some can be attributed to recent 
changes in how Dorset Police records crime, 
increases have occurred in Bridport, Dorch¬ 
ester and Weymouth. 

Detective Inspector Neil Wright, of the 
Dorset Police Priority Crime Team, said: "Re¬ 
cent data suggests that nearly half of all 
dwelling burglaries reported to us are as a re¬ 
sult of thieves gaining entry through unlocked 
doors and windows, with 27 properties being 
targeted in the last three weeks as a result of 
being insecure. 

"Burglaries are often as a result of opportu¬ 
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nity, rather than planning, which makes many 
crimes entirely preventable if homeowners 
follow some simple steps." 

CRIME PREVENTION ADVICE 

• Lock your doors and windows every time 
you leave the house, even when you're just 
out in the garden, remembering to 
double-lock UPVC doors; 

• Hide all keys, including car keys, out 
of sight and away from the letterbox 
(remember a device could be used to 
hook keys through the letterbox); 

• Store any high value items 

(i.e. jewellery, passports) in a properly 
secured safe or bank vault; 

• Install a visual burglar alarm and good 
outside lighting; 

• Get a trusted neighbour to keep an 
eye on your property; 

• Leave radios or lights in your house on a 
timer to make the property appear 
occupied; 

• Make sure any fencing around your 
property is in good condition with 
hedges trimmed; 

• Secure bikes at home by locking them to 
an immoveable object inside a locked shed 


or garage; 

• Keep ladders and tools stored away - 
don't leave them outside where they 
could be used to break into your home; 

• Ensure side gates are locked to prevent 
access to the rear of the property; 

• Mark your property with postcode and 
house number; 

• Remove valuables from view of ground 
floor windows. 

Dl Wright added: "Over the past three 
months, victims have lost large quantities of 
cash, electrical items, vehicles and heritage 
jewellery. 

"Please avoid keeping large quantities of 
cash and take photographs of your valuable 
jewellery pieces and keep a written record. 

"This will aid the police in returning any 
stolen property to you and will make it diffi¬ 
cult for burglars to sell the items on without 
detection."

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Night of pub violence in town 


FOLLOWING a number of incidents of vio¬ 
lence and disorder, Bridport police are urging 
members of the public to drink responsibly and 
reminding them of the Pubwatch scheme. 

The organisation covers independent pubs, 
restaurants and brewery owned premises in 
Bridport, Beaminster, West Bay, Burton Brad- 
stock and Chideock and works closely with 
Dorset Police to reduce crime and disorder. 

Earlier this month, fights broke out in li¬ 
censed premises in Bridport, sparking the 
warning from PC Scott McGregor. 

On Sunday, July 16th, a fight was reported to 
have broken out in the Greyhound pub at 
around 1.45am. 

It involved a number of people who were 
throwing glasses and bottles and causing a dis¬ 
turbance. 

Later that night a fight broke out at The Gal¬ 
ley on South Street at around 2.45am when a 
male was head-butted by another male. 

The victim of the attack was then led out to 


STAFF, committee members and parents of 
children at St Andrew's Pre-school are encour¬ 
aging the public to support them in protect¬ 
ing their long term future in the town.

"It would be a great contribution for any de¬ 
veloper to gift this part of the building as part 
of the community planning contribution to 
the pre-school. 

"I deeply regret that DCC have chosen to sell 
this asset. Thankfully we have negotiated a se-

A 23-year-old man from Bridport was 
arrested on suspicion of assault but has now 
been released without charge. 

Police are not looking for anyone else in 
connection with this incident. 


the street by door staff but the fight continued 
outside and the victim was assaulted by four 
males. He sustained cuts and bruises to his 
body. 

PC McGregor said: “As the summer season 
events are taking place, member premises 
within the scheme will report behaviour of 
anyone who engages in acts of violence, threat¬ 
ens or puts another in fear of violence or is sus¬ 
pected of the misuse of drugs or other 
anti-social acts. 

“At regular meetings the behaviour is dis¬ 
cussed and they are subject to a vote by all 
members and, if appropriate, can be warned or 
banned from all Pubwatch premises to protect 
staff and public. 

“A ban by a Pubwatch is not a punishment for 
the offences committed or suspected by that 
person, but is imposed by licensees to protect 
their staff and customers.” 

He added: “At present there are 45 people cur¬ 
rently banned with a mixture of short and long 


cure lease for the pre-school, but for the long 
term future, this part of the building should 
continue to be used for educational purposes, 
which was the purpose of the covenant with 
which it was set up. 

"I urge the community to sign the petition to 
let any potential purchaser know how well 
loved a facility this is. We need to keep it for 
the long term." 

At a Dorset County Council cabinet meeting 
on June 29th 2016, members declared the 
building as a 'surplus asset' and agreed to dis¬ 
pose of the building. 

Peter Scarlett, Dorset County Council estate 
and assets service manager, said: "The St An¬ 
drew's Pre-school is situated within a building 
that formed part of the wider St Andrews of¬ 
fice complex, which the county council has 
recently vacated under its property rationali¬ 
sation programme. 

"As there were no alternative uses put for¬ 
ward for the building, the council agreed to 
dispose of it. 

"However, mindful of the needs of the pre¬ 
school, we have agreed to extend the pre¬ 
school's lease on its accommodation within 
the building and are selling the site subject to 
that lease to allow the preschool to continue." 

The building is up for sale for £400,000 and 
states that the pre-school will pay a 'pepper¬ 
corn' rent until its lease expires at the end of 
January 2023. 

Gitte Mowatt, St Andrew's Pre-school leader, 
said: "We are very disappointed in Dorset 
County Council's decision to sell our premises 


term bans and because of the close cooperation 
with Dorset Police, court orders have been ob¬ 
tained by me to support member licensees in 
their bid to reduce alcohol related crime.

"The premises have been developed both in¬ 
side and out over the years to its current high 
standard, which includes our valuable forest 
school resources. 

"We worry that when our current lease ex¬ 
pires it will not be renewed. We are concerned 
that the new landlord, who is likely to be a 
property developer, will not act in our best in¬ 
terests and that would be a huge loss to the 
community." 

Eileen Haste, pre-school chairman, said: 
"The staff here at St Andrew's Pre-school are 
so dedicated. Each day they provide such a 
nurturing and stimulating environment for the 
children under their care. 

"I fear it would be easy for a potential buyer 
to overlook how many lives they positively im¬ 
pact, but I am also hopeful that they will take 
the time to appreciate that this is a special 
place that needs protecting.

Nettle eating championships 
at The Bottle this weekend 


MARSHWOOD farmer Dave Hutchings has a busy 
few days ahead of him - he will be cutting thousands 
of nettles from local fields in time for the World 
Nettle Eating Championships which are taking place 
this weekend (Saturday, July 29th) at The Bottle Inn 
in Marshwood. 

This quirky contest, which was established around 
20 years ago when Shane Pym was landlord of The 
Bottle, is now an annual event and attracts 
competitors from a wide area. Last year it was 
featured on the BBC local news Spotlight 
programme. 

Starting at 5.30pm on Saturday evening the 
competitors have to eat as many nettles from the 
two feet stalks as they can in one hour and the 
challenge is to become the first person to consume 
100 feet. 

The current record holder is Pete Wellman from 
Axminster, who has won on three occasions, and in 
2015 managed to munch his way through a best ever 


96 feet. But last year in a thrilling contest he was 
narrowly beaten into second place by Philip Thorne 
from Colyton, who was also victorious in 2014. 

Naomi Harris from Chard is the holder of the 
women's trophy. In each of the last two years she has 
managed to munch her way through 56 feet of 
nettles, which is the female record. 

Simon Slee, a former world champion who lives 
close to The Bottle, will once again be acting as 
compere and chief judge. 

The nettle eating will be the centrepiece of an all 
day party at The Bottle. Owners Michael and Pauline 
Brookes are setting up a marquee in the pub garden, 
which will serve beers and ciders, and they are also 
running a barbecue. 

Events will begin at midday with a display of morris 
dancing and there will be bands and entertainment 
during the afternoon. 

After the nettle eating a band will be performing in 
the pub during the evening.

THE 800th anniversary of the St Mary's Parish 
Church of Bridport will be marked this weekend 
(July 29th and 30th) with a range of events and 
activities.

Rural media archive 
receives Lottery boost 


A NEW community fund will help Dorset neigh¬ 
bourhoods where there are currently no plans 
for high-speed internet access. 

The Superfast Dorset Community Broadband 
Fund has been set up to support the small num¬ 
ber of areas not currently included in any super¬ 
fast roll-out plans. 

The £500,000 scheme enables Superfast 
Dorset to co-invest with communities by match 
funding up to half the costs of bringing faster 
broadband to their neighbourhood. 

More than 95 per cent of Dorset premises can 
now take a superfast fibre broadband service - 
defined as download speeds of 24Mbps or 
greater. 

ClIr Daryl Turner, Dorset County Council Cabi¬ 
net Member for the Natural and Built Environ¬ 
ment, said: "Current commercial and Superfast 
Dorset fibre roll-out plans will leave around just 
two per cent of Dorset premises without access 
to a faster connection. 

"Technologies such as fixed wireless and satel¬ 
lite broadband can already serve most premises, 
but we know that some communities would 
rather pay a share of the costs to bring a super¬ 
fast fibre solution to their area. 

"That's why we have set up the Superfast 
Dorset Community Broadband Fund. It allows us 
to provide the same level of public funding to 
communities which aren't included in our fibre 
roll-out plans."

Superfast Dorset is a partnership between BT, 
the Department of Media, Culture and Sport 
(DCMS), Dorset Local Enterprise Partnership, 
Dorset County Council, Bournemouth Borough 
Council, the Borough of Poole, Christchurch Bor¬ 
ough Council, East Dorset District Council, North 
Dorset District Council, Purbeck District Council, 
West Dorset District Council and Weymouth & 
Portland Borough Council. 

The project brings superfast broadband to 
areas not covered by the commercial roll-out un¬ 
dertaken by BT, Virgin Media and others. 

Superfast Dorset has already enabled more 
than 570 roadside fibre broadband cabinets 
across the county, delivering superfast fibre 
broadband to more than 80,000 properties. 


FOR over 33 years, Windrose Rural Media 
Trust and its predecessor, Trilith, have been 
chronicling life in Dorset, Somerset and Wilt¬ 
shire. 

Its archive film shows have drawn packed 
houses in village halls, theatres, cinemas and 
arts centres all over the three counties. 

With the help of a great many people in local 
communities, Windrose has discovered, saved 
and copied thousands of reels of cine film dat¬ 
ing from the 1910s to the 1980s depicting our 
history in moving image. 

Although the film archive will be the most fa¬ 
miliar part of Windrose’s work for many, the 
trust has also created a huge range of commu¬ 
nity based media projects which have enabled 
local people to learn how to work in video and 
radio or through which Windrose has made its 
own original productions about changes in life 
around us and about valuable community ini¬ 
tiatives. 

Windrose has accumulated a vast archive of 
film, video and audio recordings since work 
started in 1984. Most of these are on pre-digital 
formats and much of the archive has either 
been unseen for many years or has never yet 
been accessible. A great deal of work is needed 
to bring this fascinating material to the public. 

Thanks to National Lottery players through 
a £67,000 grant award from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund (HLF), very significant progress can 
now be made. 

Crucial support has also come from the Alice 
Ellen Cooper Dean Charitable Foundation, the 
Valentine Charitable Trust, Dorset History 
Centre and Wiltshire & Swindon History Cen¬ 
tre. The total resource available is £93,700. 

The thousands of original recordings are 
being preserved under temperature and hu¬ 
midity controlled conditions at Dorset History 
Centre. 


Windrose will be working in partnership 
with Dorset History Centre, Somerset Heritage 
Centre, Wiltshire & Swindon History Centre 
and Bournemouth University. 

Trevor Bailey, Director of Windrose, said: “It 
comes as a shock sometimes to realise how big 
and varied this archive has become. 

“When we were standing in freezing fields 
shooting our early productions, helping young 
people to make their first radio programmes or 
out in the evenings taking old films to the 
smallest village halls, we didn't have time to 
spare to sort out its future. 

“You gradually realise that all that work 
since we started in 1984 has created something 
that really matters in 2017 and in years to come. 

“Thanks to National Lottery players, we now 
have three years of fresh work ahead of us, 
bringing this archive to the public in a more 
thorough way than has been possible before 
and doing so by using modern technology. 

“We are very grateful to our funders and part¬ 
ners for making it possible for this to happen. 
It should not be thought, though, that we shall 
stop creating new media-based projects in 
Dorset, Somerset and Wiltshire. We have sev¬ 
eral on the stocks, some using the archive of 
course.” 

Dorset County Archivist, Sam Johnston, has 
worked closely with Windrose on the applica¬ 
tion to the Heritage Lottery. 

He added: “We are delighted to hold the Win¬ 
drose archive on behalf of Trevor and his col¬ 
leagues and very much look forward to playing 
our part in the forthcoming project to preserve 
and open up access to this really important his¬ 
toric collection. 

“Film is a potent medium, instantly accessi¬ 
ble to audiences young and old. It will be great 
to be able to share this with the wider public in 
due course.”

PETE CANTER will bring his compelling take 
on music to the ‘Jazz Lounge’ at the Marine 
Theatre in Lyme Regis. His quartet is a group 
of supremely talented musicians (saxophone, 
piano, double bass and drums) who bring a 
charming and direct approach to a wide vari¬ 
ety of music including driving bebop, quirky 
blues, Latin jazz grooves and dramatic ballads.

Disappointing 
championship 
for Blake 

PAUL Blake suffered 
disappointment at the 
World Paralympic 
Championships as he 
looked to adjust to the 
sprint races instead of 
his specialist middle 
distances ahead of the 
2020 Tokyo Olympics. 

Blake, the current 
T36 400m Olympic 
champion after win¬ 
ning gold in Rio last 
year, has been adjust¬ 
ing to life without the 
800m, after the Para¬ 
lympic committee de¬ 
cided to withdraw the 
800m from the Tokyo 
2020 Olympics. Hav¬ 
ing previously cut the 
1500m from the T36 
schedule before the 
London 2012 

Olympics, the Charl¬ 
ton Down athlete had 
no option but to con¬ 
centrate instead on 
the shorter 100m and 
200m distances, as 
well as the 400m. 

A former world 
record holder at both 
distances, this was a 
major blow to the 27- 
year-old, holder often 
Olympic and World 
medals, four of them 
gold, and although he 
has been training 
hard at his Bath Uni¬ 
versity base, he has 
yet to achieve the 
speeds that will earn 
him medals in the 
sprints. 

And so it proved in 
the London Stadium 
last week. Although 
he reached the final of 
the 200m, he trailed 
home eighth in 25.65 
behind James Turner 
of Australia who won 
in a new world record 
of 24.09. 

Blake also qualified 
for the final of the 
100m finishing sixth 
in 12.59 behind 
China’s Yifei Yang, 
who sped home to set 
a new area record of 
11.93 seconds. 

In his more familiar 
400m distance, he 
came up against 
Turner, who has been 
ripping up the record 
book since he came to 
prominence last au¬ 
tumn. The 21-year-old 
Aussie set off at a blis¬ 
tering pace, and as 
the came round the 
top bend, Blake had 
worked himself into 
the silver position. 

However, in the 
final 50m he began to 
fade, allowing both 
Poland’s Krzysztof 
Ciuksza, and New 
Zealand’s Keegan 
Pitcher to pass him 
and relegate him to 
fourth despite a sea¬ 
son’s best of 55.79.
